REMARKS 

This interview summary record is being submitted on August 15, 2003. Entry 
into the record is respectfully requested. 
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Applicant's requested the interview and provided four talking points for 



discussion. 



The Examiners refused to tell Applicant's what was wrong with the specification, and 
specifically state how the specification does not meet the requirement of 35 U.S.C. 112 
first paragraph. Applicants reminded the Examiners four times that they had a duty to 
explain how the specification was "deficient", but the Examiner's would not come forth 
with any reason, merely stating that a compilation of references "is not a specification". 

The Examiners own interview summary record shows the mistake the Examiners 
have made in this examination when they repeatedly state" Counsel is graciously invited 
to show support in the provisional application for the claimed invention" and 
"Counsel was invited to show support in those documents for the claimed invention, not 
just one element". 

At one point, Henry P. Sartorio asked the Examiners, if, upon examination of the 
provisional, was it true that they really couldn't see support for the invention? This 
question drew no response, except that Deborah Jones said she would look at it again. 

The premature finality was not discussed.

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This interview took place approximately 5 hours after the first interview, and was 
thus the second interview of the day, 

Deborah Jones said that the claims were not supported in two limitations: 

1 . Ms. Jones stated that the provisional only had support for the recitation of a 
glass/Hydroxyapatite mixture of 50/50. 

2. Ms. Jones stated that the provisional only had support for the 
glass/hydroxyapatite layer being the outer layer. 

3. No other reasons were given. 

The premature finality was discussed. The reason given for the premature finality 
was the following: The provisional specification consisted of four journal articles. 
These four journal articles were cited by applicant on an IDS submitted with the 
application. The Examiner was not told by applicant that the provisional application 
consisted of four journal articles that were cited on an IDS. Thus, when the Examiner 
discovered this, after doing a first office action, a Final Rejection was deemed proper. 
There was no agreement between the Examiner and applicant on this theory.
